The belief is shared by Chancellor Von Cap- 
rivi, wdio stated to an intimate, to-day, that, 
in hia opiniou. Count Eulenberg was too 
clever a man to remain long in the second 
place, and especially aa he had long coveted 
the Ghancellorahip, and now aocmed to have 
it almost in his grasp. Cuprivi ia friendly 
to Count liulenberg and really deairea to 
retire himself, regardless of who ia to suc- 
ceed him.

The Grits held their first caucus, this 
morning, at which Mr. Laucier consented 
to uontiuue the leadership, assisted by an 
advising board, consisting of Messrs. Mc- 
Mullen. Mills, Da vies and Cartwright. 
The question of the line of trade policy the 
party should pursue, more particularly in 
view of Mr. Fostor'c declaration of tho 
result of the Washington visit, was dia- 
cusaed, and it was decided to adhere to the 
policy of Unrestricted Reciprocity. Jamea 
Sutherland was elected chief Liberal whip, 
vice Tiow defeated. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier raised the (juestinn of 
the course pursued by the Toronto Globe 
in regard to the use of the French language 
and the existence of separate schools. He 
aaid it had become necessary for him form- 
ally to repudiate that jiapcr as the chief 
party organ, if the (ilobe continued utter- 
ances similar to those of Monday. 

A letter of Preston, the notorious Grit 
oraani/.er, has been published. It was 
dated February, and in it he .sayw it ia not 
possible lo get passes from the Grand 
Trunk for the ir.insportation of voters »t 
Ihe bye-electiona. "We have to buy rcgu- 
l;ir tickets, although 1 can tell you, con- 
fidentially, that we expect to have the 
money relumed. 1'his is for your own in- 
formation, though." 

The Minister of Justice presented to 
Parliament to-day the aniiuul report of In- 
spector of Penitentiaries Moylan, who 
auggeata t hat some one be sent to examine 
pan iciilarly tho priaona of liclgium and Irn- 
land, where the ucparatc confinement of 
couvicts is in vogue, iu order to secure in- 
formation to enable the system to be carried 
nut successfully in Canada. He Buys the 
Dorchester penitentiary is well conducted. 
The average nundier of convicts there last 
year was 175, and gave very little trouble 
on the score of misconduct. He reports 
that the Westminster penitentiary was well 
conducted, the average number of convicts 
there, lust year. Was 72. No complaints 
have reached the department. The war- 
dun reports favorably of his staff. 

The High Commissioner, in ICngland, has 
sent a supplementary report to the Govern- 
ment on his work of the year. Ho saya he 
hopea a treaty will be made with Spain be- 
fore June .'iOtli, by which special conces- 
ainns will be granted to Canada. He had 
interviews \\\lh the Imperial Government 
relative to tho proposed Cable between Vic- 
toria and Hawaii. 

The Uritish Columbia nicndiers have in- 
terviewed Sir Adolphe Caron on behalf ol 
the railway niuil clerka on tlio Canadian 
Pacific railway, and asked that the mileage 
allowance be placed at the old figures, and 
that the amount withheld since the allow- 



ance had been reduced ho paid to the men. 
The Poatinaster-General was evidently im- 
pressed with tho representations, and said 
he would immediately lay the matter before 
hia colleagues. 

The Militia department has not reached 
a final decision relative to the location of 
the propoaed new magazine at Victorit.. It 
is uuderetood tho new magazine is designed 
to meet tho retpiiremenia of tho entire 
province. It will, therefore, bo larger than 
was generuliy anticipated. The authorities 
desire to place it as far from the battery 
barracks as possible. 

Sir Charles Tapper liiis cabled Hon. Mr. 
Curling, that the revised instructions issued 
by the I'Mucation department, to its inspe*-/ 
tora, reijiiire tlieiii to pay pari icular atten- 
tion lo tho examinations, raising the stan- 
dards wit ii respect to tlio Rnglish colonies, 
their products, resources, etc. 

In hia speech, moving t.'ie second reading 
of the Anti-Alien L ihur Hill, on Monday, 
Mr. Taylor claimed that it was in the in- 
terests of tho working men of Canada." 
Sir .lohn Thompson opposeil the measure. 
Tlie passage of tho bill would not remedy 
the grievances from wbio^ Canadians now 
sullurcd. In C'anada we desired more im- 

granla, while in the States, the contrary 
>,as the ca!<e. Every effort would be made 
w ith the Unite ! .States to have a friendly 
adjustment of these end other laws which 
operated against Canada. Hon. Mr. 
Laurier agreed with Sir John Thompson, 
and regretted that nothing had been done 
by the Ministers at Washington to secure a 
remedy. 



THE STKIKE OVER. 



Matters in Dispute to be Arbitrated 
Upon by a Committee of 
Engineers- 
All the Men to be Reinstated Except 
Tbose Guilty of Gross 
Insnbordination. 



WiNNii-Ed, March 23.— The Canadian 
Pacific strike of tho trainmen and con- 
ductors has been settled, and the men go 
to work at onco. The dilliculty was ad- 
justed by the engineers of this division, 
who have been working day ond night en- 
deavoring to bring about a settlement. The 
basis of agreement ia as follows : "All men 
who have been discharged, and who have 
gone on strike, also any employe who has 
been discharged for refusing to take the 
place of any striker, or who has voted ' to ' 
strike, to be reitu£ated, without prejudice; 
If it can be shown to the Committee of 
Fagineers, who have meditated between 
the Company and the trainmen, that any 
of tho strikers committed an assault upo« 
any oHicial of tho road, he is to be dis- 
niiBsed." This is to apply to the Pacific and 
Kastern divisions, aa well as to the Western " 
division. A eoiiimittee of five engineers 
named Kennedy, Watson, Broatoh, Brown- 
lee and Popo are to arbitrate on the points 
on which the Committee and the Company 
differed, namely, the compensation to be 
paid to freight conductors of three cents per 
mile and detention time to trainmen, to 
count after ten hours have been occupied in 
running ten miles. The arrangement be- 
tween the General Superintendent of the 
Pacific Division and tiie Committee, that the 
time rates on the Western Division are to 
be taken as these on the Pacific Division, is. 
to ha carried out, unless in the meantime 
tliB Committee and General Superintendent 
of the Pacific Division have already settled 
the matter. The terms of settlement are 
generally agrceahle to (General Superintend- 
ent Whyte and Cliief Clark, of the Conduc- 
tors, and iMaster Wilkinaon, of the Train- 
men. Telegrams havo been forwarded to 
all points on the CP. R. calling the strike 
oil', and in this city the men are returning 
to work. Grand Chief Clark, Crand Master 
Wilkinson, (irand Secretary-Treasurer Shea- 
han and Stenographer Nicols will remain in 
Winnipeg for a few days to clear off the" 
work on li ind. 

VANcotivKii, March 23.— There were 000 
jieople crowiied on tlie platform to see the 
Express off to-chiy. (leorge McL Brown 
conducted the train. At noon there wore- 
rumors tliat thu strike was over. Enquiries- 
elicited the fact that C. K. Risteen hu<l re- 
ceived a message from leading members of 
die BrolherlioofI in Winnipeg: "An agree- 
ment settling the strike has been reacbed, 
all the men being reinstated. The men who. 
atruck ure to return lo work at onco." At 
4 o'clock Mr. Ahbott was advised by wire 
to instruct all tlie men on 8t^ike to report 
for duty. This waa done, those guilty of 
gross insubordination being informed that 
their services were not required. The basis 
on which strike was settled is not yet 
known. General satisfaction is expressed 
here at the termination of the strike, as 
serious results were anticipated from the 
sluggish movement of freight.

The iu'ifrinont 01 Chi' f Juatico Kitchio appears 
to mo to bo unansworablo. It is b.iaid on dicta 
or JliiiKli.-h jud»<ua, including audi eminent, ones 
aa Lord Caiiipbull and H.iro.ia I'arke and Al- 
dereon. Buroa Alderson was of opinion that 
•'trial is a very technical wurd;" and, 
according to Baron Harkc, "it only 
begins," t^o use hia worda "after ih" prisoner ia 
given in ch uge of tho jury," which inenna. ai 
every practitio. or knows, after thej.iryhas 
been enipuneled and sworn. It follows from 
what I h .vo 8 id, that iho motion to iiuasli tho 
writ of error ciinnut be upheld, ns ihu al egcd 
errors In ro ation to tho constitution of the 
jury are ButHciunt to support the writ for the 
purpoae of having them consldored. But of 
what avail i-i Ihia lo tho plnintitt" in error! Al- 
though 1 havo a decided opinion in resiiect to 
them, it ia useleaa to express it; for tlio l^egisla- 
turo luia dccared. in aection 'J17 of tho same 
act, Lhal, "after verdict, "no omiaaion to oh 
servo tho dircciiona in any act aa to the (|ualili- 
cation and HI leciioii ' " ' of ju' ors Biiall bu 
a 'groundtorinipeaching' th:il venliet, in- snail 
bo allowed for error uuou any writ of error. ' 
This exidi it language practically inohibils 
this as wed ns evu-y other court of Canada 
Irora allowing the ubj actions referred to. The 
same is to ho said ol the objootions uiken to the 
Tenue, to the fratnu ot tho indiciment, and to 
that of the record. Saction 101, for instance, 
enacts that, "It shall not be necessary to stato 
any venue in tho body of any indictment ; and 
tho diaiiict, county or place named in tho mar-

Ill boi h of the American caaea the commu- 
nications between ihejndge and the jury were 
by correspondeiicf, wiiicii waa undiccloaed to 
thepartiesor iheir counsel. For ih.t reason 
they we e deeinod ground for a new trial. 
Bishop's stntomohl of Ui« Ameiican piacliie. 
as expressed in tho section cited, ia Unit no com- 
inunicaLion wlialnver belwe-n judge and 
jury ia periniSMihle excOpt in "pan court, 
and after iiOLilleation to the parlies 
and their couiiael to attend.

.■\ not her well known iiasaa). o in . y lie referred 
to (SCO p. Wl): "The jury iii'ihl In' kept liiKCllier 
wilhoui meat, drink. lire or c mdle till they are 
agreed." The obaervnli .in^ut --^ir James .St e). hen 
ou this siii'jo t in his "lliatory ot tno Criminal 
Law of Kngland " (vol. 1 p. ;i0.i) iiio well 
worth quoting. "It is," ho i/baerves, "a ro- 
innikublo illustrnlion of tho vnguciioKS ot tho 
cniniiit.1 lit w on points which ono would hnvo 
thought could not have tomained undecided 
tint liU very mudcrh times indeed It was im- 
possible to say what wns tho law In oases in 
which the jury could not agree: and it was pos- 
sible to muiutaln that It was tbu duty of the

or tiro till they did agree. It wns, howoTor,

ilwill thua bo scon that there has bcca a 
signal departure from tho practico of our 
aneestora, 'iOo yeira ago, with respect to 
pollingjuriea, caning them from tilace to place, 
and barbarously coercing them, by starvation, 
iolo liiiding u verdiut. This ia also iruu in 
regard lo Iho practice which Halo informs us 
rigulated communications between tho judge, 
and tho jury in his nay : for iu tho recent and 
very important trial, in the hn<lish divorce . 
court, of the action brought bv Iindy Russell . 
agaiuBl her husband for judioial separation - 
the ground of cruelty, communications in writ- 
ing paa-ed b.lweentho judge and jurynflcr 
the latter had retired to coiiaider their veruicl. 
The circuinaiaiice ia thua reported in the 
Timoa ot the 5 h ot Ueoenibur last : " Thcjury 
retir. d to consi ler llicir veidicl at .'):15 p. m. 
After ihey had been absent jnst half an hour, 
awriiten coninuinieation w a sent from them 
to the leariud jiidge, who addroase i to them a 
loiter in reply. Al Ii;l0 p.m. tno juiyc;iino 
into cour , and, in answer to the formal ipies- 
liun put lo them, ilie foreman atated lhat 
they had agreed upon their veniict, which waa 
thill Uusaeil had nut boon guilty of cruelty 
towards his wife," Now. I aum t that such a 
report ia notauthoiitative,butthoreisnoroasOB 
to doubt lis accurrucy, Kralnent counsel— Sir 
Klch.ird claiko and Sir Charles Uussell— ro- 
spectivoly represented tho parlies to tho 
action ; y t the written communications be- 
tween Iho iudge and the jury, though 
not di closed at ti,o lime, were niA 
objected to aa either unprecedonted 
or evil in piinciiile. What occurred 
in the present case was assurtully less ub- 
jectioiiatile ; for the comnitinicatioii between 
the learned cliief jns: ice and the jury waa not 
private, but oiieii and in presence of the ac- 
eu^eii and the ulierill', and lo tho knowledge ot 
the attorney general, who elected, aa ho hid a 
right to do, not to bo presenr. What the 
nature of the comninnication was is not stated; 
and it is fair to assume lhat it was DOC pre* 
jndicidlo the accused, otherwise his ceunsal 
would havo certainly complained of it. Uut 
even if the communication liad boon contrary lo 
iijuglisli pr^ictices, we would be precluded 
by secti «n 2liU. which I have already referred 
lo, tiom giviUK any ell'oel lo the otijeclion now 
taken, aa il was not taken at the trial. No 
judge can suspend the law. Ho cannot set him- 
self above it, or alter or mould it 10 suit his 
own views or the views of o hots. He must 
adiiiiniHter il and when il is cle.er u- d explicit, 
aa ill the present case, muat obey it and insist 
upon its being obeyed. Every ground of error 
wuich liiiu been advanced la ueclared by the 
several enactments, which I havo quotol, to 
bo untenable. The present criminal code and 
system of proceduie havo boon framed ou 
human and .enlightened pi inoiploH, and accord- 
ing lo ihose principles tho plaintiff in eri-or has 
been tried. What more-could we oxpocc t As 
to the jurors that tried him, ho had a voice in 
their selection, and it must therefore bo 
assumed lhal they were acceptublo to him. 
Theie is no suggestion that they brought in a 
verdict coniiary to the evidence, or acted 
otherwise than in accoidanc i with a conscien- 
tious Qlscharge of thoirpublic duty. '1 ho judg- 
ment of the learned chief justice inuat, ihoro- 
fore, bo utllrmed; una, on ilie pi eaent uppiioa- 
lion, judgment entered tor the Crown. 

Mr. Justice Drake said : I am of opinion the 
judgment of Iho learned Chief Justice should 
boafhrmed. The first and second gtQundsof 
error assigned are lliat the Urand and Petit 
Jury aro by tho record stated to be tak-n fron» 
tho county of VVeatminslor and not from the 
district ot Now Wealminsi er, as ost^iblished by 
the Jurors' Act, cap 71 Consolidated !:>tatuteR. 
'I bis is n point which did not arise at the trial, 
because tho trial coiumonces with tne arraign- 
ment of the prisoner and swearing in ot the 
Petit Jury, JNiorin V. U., 18 Im. 1.4^7, Sup. CU, 
and it il was not for sections 'IIG and 217 of the 
l^roccduro Act, it would be ground of error un- 
der section 2Gi) of the same ACt. But sections 
'240 and ;;47 say that judgment atter voidict 
sh .11 not bo stayed or reserved by reason that 
tlie jury process had been awaided lo a wrong 
olllcer, nor for any misnomer or misdeaoriptiou 
ot the otllcor returning such process, or o; any. 
of the jurors and no oniission to observe the di-'' 
reclioiis contained in any act as reapecing the 
qualihcalion, selection, balloting or disiributlo> 
of jurora, Iho preparation of tho jmors' book, 
the selecting of jury lists, the drafting panels , 
from tho jury list, sliall bo ground for impeach-' 
ing any vordict, or bo allowed for error upon 
any writ of error or appeal. 

The selection of the jury from the county of 
Wesliiiinsteris an omission to observe llic dir- 
eclioi.s of tho Jurors' Act, which says lb" jnry 
are to bo summoned only from tho dial net as 
eatablislied by tho Jurors' Act, which, in this 
case, ia the electoral district ot Now VVestmin- 
sterand Now VVeslminstor city, except the 
coast district and Queeu (. liarlotie Islunda, the- 
couut y of W estmiiistor b< ing a larger a roa than 
tho New Wcslminsterjury distriut, as above 
defined, but including thatdiatrlct within its 
bjundarieu. This assignment of error -then is 
conlr ry lo tho exipress languiigo of ihostatnte.. 
The ubjecliuii could have been raised iu another 
sliiipe. 

The next ground of error is Ihiit tlio learned 
judge after charging the jury al their requcsl 
went into the juiy room, tho prisoner being 
present, and forth' r eliaiged them. 1 do not 
underaland how tliia stui emenl appears on the 
rei:ord. The n corit consists o' tho following- 
jiarticulais: First, Ihe IJourl; then tho Grand. 
Jnrors, by whom the iiid ctnient la found. The 
time and place, when nnd whTO It was found, 
and it was found on oath. These partioalars: 
form the l aplion which by seoiion 241 of th«r 
Procedure Act, are no longer required. 

The next docunieiil lo hj set out is the in- 
diciii.cnt. Then cninca the fctateiiient of the 
applicat ion of the defendant, his arraignment 
and pleas, joinder of issue, awiiril of jury, pro- 
ce-s, verdict, iiltocutiiKand sentence. 

'I'lie charge of thejndge to the juiy is no part 
of t he recoi d, and i he only iniide of I'iking ob- 
jection to the charge, or to any action on the 
pai t of the trial jinlne, is by si lting nn objec- 
tion anil ob aining a ruling of the judgo there- 
on. cither reserving or refusing to rosorve the 
point. If I his step was not tak- n, it Cannot be 
considered in error under section ^8 ot the 
I'ruccduro Act. This was a matter that arcsc- 
at the trial, and could hnvo been questioned, 
but wns not. as appears by tho record. 

Tho prlsoiior.s Counsel cited a diet iini of Lord 
Halo in " Halo's Plneilorium Coronie," where 
that judge says that "if the jury desire loiisk 
any qucs ion after having retired lo consider 
Iheir verdicl, il should he in opim cour :" ami 
he goes on to say thai, "if the jury desires to 
have tli'3 evidence of any witness repealed, il 
should bo in open court." For the latter aulho- 
rii ies are cited, and in the case of Ueg. v.a. 
Alnrtin, 1 C C, reserved, this i iiint is dibctiascd. 
Since the time of l.ord Hale no aulhority was 
cited or could bo found, either in civil or crim- 
inal case-', showing that a cotiiniunicaiion bo- 
Iwecn the judgo and jury has been held lo 
amount toamlstriul. The cuetom of nnswer- 
tiig questions put by thejury to the judge after 
the jury h ive returned has bten a common 
practice in the English courts. Aa a matter of 
expediency, I think the belter prn dice would 
he that prnpoundeil by Lord Hale, but 1 do not 
cons dcr il a ground of mislrinl or error. 

'I'wo American am horilii s were cited, Slate 
v. I'allerson, lo Vert. ;tU8. and and Sergeant v. 
Itoherta, 11 .<imerican Ileiiorts, in which il was 
hell to bo o:ror for a judgi: lo coniniunlcale 
with the jury, nob iu tlie nri'sence of counsel 
for both slues, and the judges inthoseca cs 
mentioned that praotlce had up to that lime 
been very common, and they ov denlly hiiil 
down a new rulo for future guidance. Ameri- 
can casps aro of great U'O in cases of prinolplo, 
and valuable aid has often been derived from 
the riecl.'-ions of judges of American courts, but 
ill inieslions of practice tln-y are in guide, as 
each court Ih in fact the niil lioril y for its own 
procedure nnd practice uiiIchs onliolled by Ihe 



supremo authority. 1 cannot, therefore, accept 
'luthoritics governing our prac- 
tico of criiiiiiial law.

Tho llfth a-signmenl of error ia that it does 
not appear by the record that the grand jury 
had jurisdiction over tho subject matter of tlio 
presentment to find the indiciment agaiiiBt the 
prisoner. 

This point is idonlicnl with the first ocrornB- 
signed and has been disposed of. 

Tho sixlh error assigned is that it does not 
npiieiir by the record t lat tho defendant oom- 
niil ted any oil' nse known to tho law in the 
county of Westminster or Proviuco of British 
Columbiii. 

Tho point stated for argument on 'this a^glgn- 
montof error is that by the record it did not 
oppcar w hero tho oir'inso for which defendant 
was tried was committed. 

1 hia la not a ground of error, aa it is not 
neceasary to state any venue in tho body of 
tho indictment unlesa local description ia 
required nnd Ihe district county named 
in tho maigln thereof shall bo tho venue 
for all th o facts Btated, and under section 
111) of tho Procedure Act every objection to 
any indiciment for any defect apparent on the 
fiico Ihoroot shall be taken before pleaded to- 
and not afterwards and no question of law was 
reserved at the trial, and tho record shows a.

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THE BUDGET SPEEGH. 

The Budget Speech showed that the 
tinances of the Dominiou are in u healthy 
qondition, and that the financial policy of 
the Government is sound. There was a con- 
siderable surplus last year, but owing to the 
large reduction of taxation it is not to be ex- 
pected that the receipts in future will great- 
ly exceed the expenditure. The Govern- 
ment intends to pursue a policy of economy, 
and we have no doubt that its economy will 
bo judicious and not of the cheeae-paring 
kind. 

The Finance Minister was, we see, frank 
with the House with respect to tho recent 
negotiations for reciprocity with the United 
States. From what he said, we infer that 
the Goveroaient is ready to enter into rea- 
sionable reciprocity with the United States, 
While this is tho case it ia not proposed to 
sfiorifice industries and interests which have 
■ been built up with sucli care. In this wo 
are quite sure the great majority of the peo- 
ple of Canada are at one with the Finance 
Minister. They want reciprocity. They 
are rather disposed to overvalue than to 
undervalue the benefits of free trade with 
the States, but they are, nevertheless, not 
prepared to sacrifice valuable Canadian in- 
terests for the sake of securing it. 

But Mr. Foster, when in Washington, 
found out what many on this side of the 
line suspected. He was told that any 
nrrungement for reciprocity with tho States 
must be unrestricted, and that it must in- 
Tolve discrimiiiatlou against ( Jreat Britain. 
This the delegates very properly ol)jecled 
to. The loss of revenue which the admis- 
-sion of the products of the United States, 
manufactured us well as raw, would occa- 
«ion, would make direct taxation by the 
Dominion Cioverninent a necessity, and 
they would not, as British subjects, consent 
to favoring the United .States in matters of 
trade, at the expense of Great Britain. If 
Canadians would consent to such diecrimi 
jiatiou, they would incur the contempt of 
the people of the United States. 
The Americans arc an eminently 
patriotic people, and would (iui(!kly 
soe tlie inconsistency and the in- 
gratitude of a penple living under the pro- 
tection of Great lirilaiu, and acknowledg- 
ing her sovereignty, discriminating against 
her in matters of trade. Canadians would 
very soon hear, in terms much plainer than 
pleasant, wiiat the citizens of the United 
States thought of a people who would act 
in this way. But the ( lovernment and the 
people of Canada will never incur this ro- 
proach. They will, as long us they are con- 
nected with Great Britain, be true to their 
allegiance, in deed as well as in 
word. Tlie advocates of ^unrestricted 
reciprocity liavo not now even the 
shadow of an excuse to protend to 
believe that unlimited free trade with the 
United States does not mean — in the first 
place, discrimination against Groat Britain, 
and, in the second, annexation to the United 
States. 

The Finance Minister appears to have 
foresliadowed closer trade relations between 
Great Britain and Canada than those that 
now exist. He seemed to think that dis- 
arimination in favor of Great Britain would 
be moro profitable and moro natural than 
<li8erimination in favor of the United States. 
We do not know what reason ho ha<l for 
directing attention to this policy Much 
lias been said of late about tlie policy of 
mutually differential duties, on both sides 
of the Atlantic, but tho proposal does not 
appear to have been very favorably received 
in Great Britain by tho loading men of 
either party. It would bo a pity if Cana- 
dian Conservatives made tho same mistake 
in this matter us the Liberals did witli re- 
spect to unrestricted reciprocity. This was 
forgetting that it takes two to make a bar- 
gain. The Liberals presented a fine scheme 
of reciprocity to tho people of Canada with- 
out, knowing lio.v it would be received by 
the people of the United States. Tlie Con- 



eoi'vatives should take care not to make a 
similar mistake with respeot to new and 
bitter trade arrangements with Great Bri- 
tain. But Mr. Foster is a prudent man, 
and not I able to commit a blundur of this 
kind. Ho, however, may be misunderstood, 
and sanguine peoulo may draw coucluaiona 
from his speech, which his language, carefully 
considered, does not warrant. Tho p.inci- 
plo which he is reported to have laid down, 
which is to hold out a helping hand to those 
who help us, and to repay with interest 
favors which we have received, will, wc are 
quite sure, ho approved by the Canadian 
people, and acted upon as soon as the occa- 
sion offers, 



THE EATANSWILL STYLE. 

Our contemporary, the Westminster Co- 
lumbian, is no doubt surprised to find that 
its furious article on the " outrageous pre- 
sumption " of tlio members of the Private 
Bills Coininittcc was noticed in the llouso 
of Assembly and denounced by members 
both of the Opposition and tho Government. 
It, no doubt, meant very little when it ex- 
pressed itself in such very strong language. 
The denunciatory adjtctives and the 
slashing substantives sounded well, but it 
is most likely that the writer never im- 
agined that any member of the House of 
Assembly would dream of applying them 
to himself. Ho evidently expected that 
they would bo understood in a Pickwickian 
sense — ^tliat though his sentanccs were all 
sound and fury, they signified nothing. 

Our contemporary ia somewhat of a back 
number. It seems to have forgotten that 
the time has gone by when a political 
journalist can safely denounce all who op- 
pose his party as thieves and rogues and 
unprincipled scoundrels generally. That 
was the fashion some time ago, but it is not 
considered good form now. Besides, such 
writing is really less forcible than moderate 
censure mildly expressed. When a man 
always expresses himself in superlatives, 
euperlatives from him are devoid of signifi- 
cance. People merely smile when they hear 
or read his exaggerations. Such a man 
might write until doomsday without doing 
the most vulnerable of his opponents tho 
slightest harm. Tho Eatanswill Gazette 
was not a power in tho community in which 
it circulated. It was something very much 
the reverse. No one attached any impor- 
tance to its denunciations. They may have 
amused a few, but they really hurt no ono. 
The Columbian's diatribes are very much 
of the same nature. Its " octopus " 
articles during the general election were 
not intend«d to be funny, but they were 
heartily laughed at by any one who had the 
least sense of humor. Its article of the 
17th is not so amusing, but it is, we think, 
quite as harmless as its election philippics. 
That kind of writing will never hurt any 
politician who possesses the least ability, 
and it will help those who, if they are not 
outrageously abused, will never be noticed. 

Wo trust that the Columbian will not be 
too greatly uplifted by the notice it has re- 
ceived. It really did not deserve tho com- 
pliment. Legislatures in these days, as 
bodies, very seldom notice or resent tho 
attacks of newspapers, even when they are 
respectable. It is admitted now that a free 
press is one of the most effective safeguards 
of the rights of the people, and one of the 
best checks to governmental corruption in 
all its forms. It is therefore considered 
better to let foolish and unprincipled journals 
rant and rave unnoticedi than even to 
appear to be desirous to restrict a power 
which has dono and is doing so much for 
freedom and for good government. Tho 
rulers of a free country know that they 
have no stronger or moro willing ally than 
the Press, and they deem it wise to tolerate 
foolish and even intemperate newspapers 
rather than run the risk of crippling those 
which do the state such good service. 



A DUAL POSITION. 

The German situation is peculiar. It 
should be remembered that the Kmpire of 
Germany is a Federation, of which Prussia 
is one of the iiiemhers. William II is Km- 
pcror of Germany, Init ho is also King of 
Prussia. Chancellor Caprivi is, or rather 
was. Premier of Germany and also Leader 
of the Prussian Government. The Education 
Question is a matter purely of Prussian 
concern, and is being considered by the 
Landtag, which is Priis-iia'd Legislative 
Aasenibly, so to apeak. The (lovernment's 
education policy is not approved by the 
majority of that body, and rather than 
change it to meet the views of his opponents 
Genoral Caprivi has resigned hia otBoe as 
First Minister of the Prussian Government; 
hut ho still retains his position as Chancel- 
lor of tho Empire. If Mr. Abbott was 
leader of the Government of Quebec us well 
as Premier of tho Dominion, he would oc- 
cupy a position somewhat analogous to that 
of General Caprivi previous to the disagree- 
ment on the Education Bill. In order to 
maintain the dual position, Mr. Abbott 
would have to be sustained in it by a major 
ity in the Dominion House of Commons, and 
also by a majority in tho Quebec Assembly. 
If ho could not carry his measures in tho 
Quebec Legislature, it is evident that he 
could not retain his position as leader of ita 
Government. The position of General Ca- 
privi is something like this. Constitution- 
alism in Prussia is very dilTorent from con- 
stitutionalism in Canada, but it is evident 
that a Premier cannot got along very well 
even in Prussia against a hostile majority in 
the popular branch of the LozisUture. Bis- 
marck in tho hey-day of his prosperity, 
paid very little attention to constitutional 
forms and principles, but Caprivi is a diiror- 
ent kind of iiiaii, and the limes havochangcil 
since ho wai Ch.iuccllor. It appears that 
in Germany it is expected that the Chan- 
cellor shall bo the Premier, both of the Ein- 
pho of Gtrmany and of tho Kingdom of 
Piussia. Tlii , under a form of government 
wh ch the British regard as coustitutiouul 



would be an impossibility. It is quite evi- 
dent from what is going on now, that the 
German Emperor and his ministers find that 
they cannot afford to disregard the popular 
opinion, when its expression is stroagand 
general. ' , 

, THE , LATE DECISIONS. 

The deoisions of the Judges in the Greer 
caao should be satisfactory to all law-abid- 
ing citizens. It is righttliatmenwhocomniit 
crimes should be punished. The country 
would soon bo in a bud state, if men who 
were convicted of violating the law could, 
by taking advantage of some purely tech- 
nical points in the proceedings before the 
courts, escape punishment. This is what 
makes tho administration of law a mockery 
in tho United States, and the impunity 
w th which crimes of violence can bo com- 
mitted has the efTect of making them of 
such frequent ocourronce. is a singular 
fact that in Great Britain, where there are 
large numbers of very poor and very ignor- 
ant people, crime is decreasing, while in 
the United States, where the people goner- 
ally are much better off, and where educa- 
tion is more widely dUl'iised, crime is in- 
creasing. No doubt, one of tho causes of 
this apparent anomaly, is that in Great 
Britain the law is much better administered 
than it is in tho United States. The 
punishment of those who commit or attempt 
to commit crimes of violence, should be 
sure and speedy. They should be fairly 
tried, but, when once convicted, tho law 
should allow the guilty man no ohance of 
escaping the penalty he has incurred. It is 
a reproach as well as a danger to the com- 
munity, when the man, who ought, in 
justice, to be undergoing punislimoat for a 
crime he has committed, is at large, and as 
free to engage in business and to associate 
with hia fellow-men as if he had committed 
no ofTence against society and the law of 
the land.

"-'A, ROUGH PASSAGE. ' 

The Thermopylae - Arrives afcer a Voyage- of 
■ ^lOne Hundred Dajs. 

(The Thermopylm cast anchor off the outer 
wharf yesterday evening, presenting every 
appearance of a rough passage. Appear- 
ances were by no means deceptive. No 
sooner had the tug Pioneer lot go the haw- 
ser than u boat waa launched, manned by a 
crew not the picture of health and strength. 
Their mission was to secure a supply of 
provisions, us the ship's company had been 
subsisting on rice for ten days. The atores 
ran out, despite the atrictest economy, on 
the morning ui the I llh inst., and since 
that date rice had been dished up at every 
meal, the only vari' ly being I lie manner of 
ti eating it in the galh^y. Capt. Winchester 
reports llie passage one of the roughest ho 
has ever experienced. He left Bankok on 
December 1-lth with .i cargo nf rice for thi 
Victoria Itice Milling Co. When two days 
out liu experienced a foretaste of llie voy 
age, in the shape <if a severe storm, whicl 
lasted with more or le.'^s severity v.'hile in 
the Chinese sea — for some fifty days. Dur- 
ing tliis period the galo was dead in their 
teeth, with a strong current against them. 
" Vou can form some idea of the 
weather wo encountered," said Captain 
W iiiehester to a CohONlST reporter, last 
night, "when I tell you that in ten days w 
only made one mile headway — beating 
about the whole time." Mjttera did not 
improve in the Pacific, where regular hur- 
ricanes were experienced. The topsails 
were blown to shreds, while the other can- 
vas was seriously injured, and the bul- 
warks smashed in. The aeas ran moun 
tains high, and now and again washed tin 
decks from stem to stern. The good ship 
was caught in between four waterspouts 
during one of her unlucky days, and as the 
columns of water reared themselves in til 
air and drew closer and closer, the stoutest 
hearts on board quailed. The escape of the 
ship was most miraculous, and the danger 
through which they had passed seemed to 
nerve the men to increased energy, and, as 
it were, minimized the hardships tlirough 
which they had afterwards to pass. A 
liurrican from the Northeast strained the 
mizeu niast, carrying away the topsails and 
the head rail, and doing minor damage. 
The Thermopylte left Bankok with three 
complete suits of canvass — she reached 
Victoria without a presentable or 
seiviceable sail. A fortnight ago 
Cape Flattery lights were sighted, but dirty 
weather and contrary winds prevented 
headway being made. When taken in tow 
by the Poineer at Port Angeles that vessel 
had to go into Townsend for clearance papers, 
which caused another delay. The fact of 
the atores running out, it may well be im- 
agined, did n&t increase the good spirits of 
those on board, and as the vessel dropped 
anchor in Victoria Harbor, there was a sigh 
of relief from everyone on board. Tho 
captain calculates that during the one hun- 
dred days he has been out he sailed not less 
than 17,000 miles. Despite the hardships 
endured tlie ship has a clear bill of health. 
She will be brought alougside to-day, when 
the disufaar^ing of her cargo, which is in 
good condition,^ will be commenced. 

KAISER WILHELM. 

His Mental and Physical Condition— The For- 
eign Situation )Iuck Disturbed, 

Bkki.in, March 2.'!. — Dr. Bergmann pro- 
posed a slight operation to relieve i<}mperor 
WillinM! nf bis aural all'ection, but His 
.Majesty's physician declined to consent, 
believing tlic operation would only reault in 
transferring the locality of tho malady, 
which is now quiet. It is not true that 
anything serious is tho matter with the 
Emperor. 

Ni;\v YoitK, March 23.— The'Staats /^ei- 
tung's Berlin correspondence declaJes there 
is not a word of truth in the report that the 
Kmperor is seriously ill. The Herald's 
special correspondent cables from Paris 
as follows: I ain bound to give you to-day 
neivs which is absolutely reliable re- 
garding the luiiptror's illness and the 
political crisis at Berlin. The Kmperor 
liaa been in such a state of abnormal ex- 
citement for the pa'il fortnight that he has 
shut himself in his private aj) irtnient, 
and liaa refused to grant an audi- 
ence to anyone. 'The attacks of the ])ress 
on the Hdiiealion Bill and on tiie troubles 
in Berlin still aroii,--e him to anger, but what 
has excited him more than anything cdse is 
a letter from a school fellow of the teasel 
lyceum. 'J'lie writer is now a professor at 
Tubiiigin, and has always kept on the best 
possible terms with tho Emperor. In his 
letter he sharply uritizes the school bill and 
says the speech at Brandenburg 
would antagonize the l'',mperor's 
friends, who bad placed all their 
hopes on him. Diiriiig a cabinet 
council session, the Eirfn'ror did not any a 
word, and when be saw that hfs ministers 
were opposed to his plan he made a sign 
that ho was willing to give it up. When, 
however, Caprivi said, "Your Mujesty'a or- 
der of tno day has bsen paaaed, " 
li(^ arose and burst into a violent 
harangue, in which he insulted the min- 
isters and used such bitter language 
toward Caprivi that in a visit to tho latter, 
Prince Henry, the Emperor's brother, 
found it necessary to apologize for the 
sovereign's conduct, (^apiivi still holds 
olfice, but is very anxious to resign. The 
entire eourt iiisistH that lie aliall remain at 
the head of all'.iirs, at least until the I'liii- 
peror's health is restored, and the Em- 
peror hiniself is ei|\ially urgent, on the 
ground that a change would cause con- 
fusion in the foreign ollice. A Berlin 
despatch says that the foreign situation has 
never been more disturbed. 



For Ills Sweetheart's Sake. 

A Tacoma special to tho Post-Intelli- 
gencer gays, George Smith, of Port Town- 
send, an escaped convict from the McNeil's 
Island Government penitentiary, has heen 
recaptured. He was sentenced to a term 
for smuggling, ami escaped, hiding in the 
brush while iligging a ditch. He remained 
two days on the island without food, then 
made a raft of logs and floated eighteen 
hours on the .Sound, nearly starving and 
freezing to death, lie landed near Steila- 
conm, and, fearing being captured, kept out 
of sight and walked (iO miles to Seattle, 
nearly dying from exhaustion before reach- 
ing there. Friends aheltered him, and ho 
went to Victoria to visit a sweetheart. 
Warden I'erry, of the penitentiary, also 
went to Victoria, after shaving olf his 
mustache and putting on green goggles. 
After waiting a week. Smith arrived, and 
Perry had the Victoria police drive him out 
of tho country into Washington and thtn 
arrested him.

Mil. Naso.n i)reaented piaitioiis from resi- 
dents (if Cowicliiiii iind Victoria, pr;tyiiig 
for amendments to the Li(iuor Liceuau IjUW. 

QOBSTl'oNS OF VRIVIl.KllE. 

MrKeiTU rose to a question of privilege. 
He was reported hi the Colonist hh liaving 
said, during yesterday's debate on tliu Col 
umbian incident, that the article was an 
" atrocious " scandal. He had not used the 
word "atrocious," which he had since 
looked up in the dictionary and found to 
mean "heinous, cruel, wicked," etc. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. KiTCqEX rose to a question of priv- 
ilege. In the Vancouver Telegram of 
March 22 was published » despatch from 
Victoria to the elTect that Vancouver and 
vicinity were to 1)0 created a judicial dia- 
tricl. Such information, he said, should 
have come to the Legialaturo from the 
House first and, moreover, the Weatmiu- 
ater membera had not opposed the project. 
Last year they had supported it. 

The discussion which followed was ex- 
tremely Amusing and waa concluded by Mr 
Brown remarking that the Telegram was 
just "blowuie its own 'Home a little." 
moTOKiA crar EKABUira bill. 

The House went into Committee of the 
Whole of the Victoria Enabling Bill. Mr 
Stoddart in the chair. 

Hon. Mb. Davib introduced a clause that 
the expenses of the Boyal (Commission to 
enquire into Victoria civic affairs, not to 
exceed $4,000, should be paid by the city. 

Mil. UiiANT in speaking to this clause, 
said that the appointment of the Royal 
CnmmiBsion to enquire into Victoria's civic 
airairs, had been a mistake. Nothiug had 
been discovered that was not knovrrn before, 
and he thought it was unfair to saddle the 
city with tlie expenses conueoted with the 
Commission. 

Mk. HuNTfiii said that in some respects 
the report of the Royal Commission waa 
valueless. In one particular, at Icaat, a 
ndstake had been made when the report 
said that he (Mr. Hunter) as a member of 
the council, had been a director and heavy 
stock holder of a company to v/hich a con- 
tract was awarded by the council. He read 
documentary evidence to show that when 
the contract was let to the 15. C, 
Terra Cotta company, he was not 
even an alderman, much le 
member of the Sanitary committee, 
As a matter of foot, ho had not been sworn 
in as an alderman until three days after the 
B. C. Terra Colta company had been ad- 
vised that their tender had been accepted 

Mk. Grant bore testimony to the fact 
that Mr. Hunter, as un iildcrmon, hai 
always refrained from voting on any mat 
ter in connection with the city s contract 
with the B. C. Terra Cotta contpany. His 
(Mr. Hunter's) actions had always been 
perfectly honorable and straightforward. 

Hon. Mb. Tdkneb said he did not alto 
gether like the idea of saddling; tlie expenses 
of the Commission on the city, but to do so 
would be the fairest way to pay the ac- 
count, as the enquiry was purely a Victoria 
matter. 

After further discussion, the olause passed 

by a unanimous vote. 

After passing a number of chuu:c3 and 
liiukiiig minor anieiulmenls, the eTDiinittce 
rose, reported progress, and usked leave to 
sit again. 

EHTIIUN r.llOIKiUT 1)0WN^ 

Hon. Mk. Vebnon presented a return of 
copies of all correspondence and other docu - 
ments relating to tne application of Thomas 
L. Davies, of Nanaimo, to prospect, under 
the '•Coal Prospecting Act, 188:^,"a portion 
of the DeCourcty group of islands and Tree 
Island, and to purchase the same. 

KXTUA NlCirr SKSSIONS. 

Hon. Mi:. Rohson said there hud been an 
expression of opinion that there should bt 
more night sessions, in order to expedite 
business. There was a great deal of husi- 
nesa to bo dnne, unJ, in order that it lie got 
through as soon as possible, ho sufjgc^stcd 
that the House should sit every evening 
except Wednesday, and Saturday afternooii.s 
as well. 

The House adjourned at li o'clock.

Buttery, where ^lle was once more l.uidud 
ou the beach. She waa iig.iin sot afloat, a;id 
S8 she had lust hur riuliler, shu came aailiiig 
bDck to where alie was lirat aground. No 
further attenipta were made after tlie lust 
mUhbp to get her out of tlie harbar, and tho 
ChiDaman on board with ropea succeeded 
in getting her around where the wind 
would not a fleet her. Strange to aay, there 
waa comparatively little dati'age done. 

Steamer North ['acific brought over 2')0 
ahoep from the Souu'l, Ihia morning. 

Tug Lome went to Nanaimo, thia after- 
noon, to tow the birk Uieluird III, coal 
ladon for San Francisco, to aea. 

Steamer IXiiay arrived in from Chemain- 
U8, last night, willi a scow loaii of lumber, 
and returned, thia ufternoou, for a aiiuilar 
onrgo. 

Steamer Fivloon broughb in a acow load of 
coal from Nanaiiiio, last night. 

The wrecking steamer W hitelaw will re- 
tarn to San FraiK'.isco in a few days. 

The Mud L u k dredge could nob wprk at 
tho outer wharf, to-day, on account of the 
high wind and heavy sea, which also hin- 
dered the work on the San Pedro. Tho 
stenmors Mascotte and Spratt's Ark are still 
encaged in ballasting tho pontoons. 

Tho steum sealing schooner Thistle, in 
command of Capt. Nickeraon, returned to 
port thia morning, after hunting seal for 40 
daya along the coast, during which lime she 
took 79 skins. She sailed from hero for 



San Francisco, where sho took on a whaling 
outfit, included in whioh were some of the 
latest improved guns, one of them being the 
Whitcluw gun, which Capt. Harwell, who 
ia in charge of the whaling, claims to have 
killed the first whale with. He has hud 30 
years experience in tho buainess, and wlien 
he reaches tho Bohring Sea he expects to 
muko a big hiinl. Tho Thiatlo reports hav- 
ing spoke the C. H. Tupperofl' the Columbia 
River with 200 skins, on March 17; and 
on Sunday last, while in Barclay Sound, the 
C. U. Rand, of Vancouver, and the 
Lily L, the latter having !10 odd skins. 
Nearly the M'hole time she was gone the 
Thistle experienced bad weather for hunt- 
ing, and although she encountered no very 
licavy galea there waa generally a heavy 
sea rolling, making it hard to hunt. Capt. 
Nickeraon has had a very unpleasant time 
with part of his crew while gone, who 
acted very disagreeably whenever he asked 
them to do »ny work they did not wish 
to do. On Sunday evening last, when the 
■teamer was in Barclay Sound, waiting for 
a Ireah supply of .fuel to be brought down 
on the steamer Maude, the captain asked 
them to put coal into the bunkers, which 
four of them absolutely refused to do; and, 
thinking their opportunity a good one, two 
of them took one of the small boats 
and attempted to run away, but as 
its the weather waa rough, they 
wore compelled to return to the steamer.

On account of 
the mutiny of these men, the sealer returned 
to Victoria, and the captain sooner than 
have any further trouble, had them all paid 
off, and will immediately take on four 
others to fill their places. In conversa- 
tion with a Colonist man the mate of the 
Thiatle said ihiU the men had always plenty 
to cat of tho best of food, and were well 
oared for otherwise. They had very little 
to do, and what they did have, should not 
ho any excuse for their refusing to work, 
and acting in the maimer they did. 

Steamer Mystery reiurne.l from Nanaimo 
with fuel thia evening, and will shortly 
make a trip to the West Coast. 

To-day, the schooner Annie C. Moore, 
which is anchored out in the stream in 
James bay, sustained some slight injuries 
through a collision between her and tho 
Bteanier Thistle. The latter, when sho 
came in, dropped anchor right in front of 
the Moore, and, as tho wind waa high, it 
swung her stern around, and struck the 
schooner's jib boom. No serious damage 
waa done, although the aieamer came 
against her with considerable force.

S.VN F'liAN'CldOO, March 'i'l. — Tho British 
ship Auohencairn has arrived, 118 days 
from CardifT. She had a good passage, with 
fair winda the greater part of tho way, but 
while ofr Cape Iforu encountered severe 
galea. Sho sighted the lost ship Grown 
of Italy, bound from Liverpool to this 
port, in the .Straits of Lumaire, oil' Cape 
Horn. "The ship waa high ami dry on the 
reef," said the first officer, "ond was being 
dashed to pieces by the waves. Her deck 
waa entirely gone, and from tho bridge of 
our ship we could easily see into her hold. 
On the main shore were a number of tents, 
and people came out ancl waved to us. AVe 
sent a boat ashore after moving a mile or 
so further on, and it landed at Cape 
of Good Success. The master of the port 
there told our men that the crew of the 
Crown of Italy had been saved, including 
tlie captain and hia wife, and all of the p:i.4- 
Bcngcra. They were being well taken care 
of by tho nativea anil Kng iah residents of 
the place and seemed liappy and contented. 
The captain aaid that he l.ad intended saving 
aa much of tho cargo aa poaaiblo before 
leaving, and for thia reaaon the Auchen- 
cairn did not put back to take any of tho 
people on board. When the Auchencairn 
proceeded on her way, aho headed for the 
South. The waters of the Straits were 
strewn with pieces of cargo and tho wi'cck. 
We saw the lost ship ou the 2oth of Jan- 
uary."

PlilljVDELrniA, March 22.— When tho 
State Board ot Charities meets, startling in- 
formation will bo laid before it bearing 
upon cruelties and barbarities inflicted upon 
tho inmates of the Pennaj'lvunia Industrial 
Reformatory. Tlio names of eighty-threo 
boys will bo presented, all of whom have 
been victims of long conrmomcnt iu solitary 
cells, and in most instances whipped with 
water-soaked leather llaps, and chained 
to iron bars above thoii heads or to the 
floors. Some of the victims have been 
driven to insanity and attempted suicide, 

.luflKes'Bcnt to Jail. 

Kansas Citv, March 2,3.— Judge Phil- 
lips, or the United States Circuit Court, hag 
sentenced Judges Ray, lilaine and George, 
of Cas county, to jail until they make some 
arrangement for payment of tlio bonds voted 
by that county -20 years ago in aid of tho 
Tebo & Neosha railway. He also imposed a 
fine of §500 on each of then). The sentenc- 
ing of the St. Clair county judges was post- 
poned until Monday. In 1,S70 thn two 
counties voted If 750,000 and $1 ,1100,000 re- 
spectively to aiii in the coustruciioii of the 
road. It was never built, but the bonds 
fell into the bands of innocent puicluiSiTS, 
wlio have obtained juilgmont repeatedly, 
but have never been able to collect. Judge 
I'ilillips ordered the county judges a year 
ago to issue a special tax levy fur the in- 
delitednesH, but tlie juilgcs have repeatedly 
declined, and Judge Phillips tinally deter- 
mined to summon and commit them for con- 
tempt, 

.Sniiigglrrs at Olyniiila. 

OlA-MlTA, March Inspector C'oblentz 

and Deputy Marshal llcClellaud arrester] 
six Chinamen here to-night, who are sus- 
pected of having been smuggled in from 
Victoria. The ofiiiers liavo information 
that on Sunday night a small Canadian 
steamer, hailing from Victoria, and coming 
up the .Sound by way of the west passage, 
landed '21 contraband Chiuampu near this 
city. It is believed that si.v of them have 
been passed on to Portland, that the si.K 
arrested to-night camo in tho party and that 
tho remaining nine uro in hiding liere. 
It is also suspected that llio boat broiiglit 
in a cargo of opium. Recent revelations 
indicate that Olympia bus of lato boon tho 
leading rendezvous for smugglers on the 
Sound, and that many landings of China- 
men and opium have been made heni dur- 
ing the past few months. Two weeks ago 
tho boat that arriveil hsro on Sunday night 
is said to have brouglit to this city about 
twenty Chinamen who have not yet been 
discovered. There ere more Chinamen now 
in Olymoia than ever before. The sus- 
pected steamer is thought to be either at 
Tacoma or on her way to Victoria for an- 
other lot. 

The Varktown at San DIeco. 

Sak Dieoo, Cal., M irch 22,— The cruiser 
Yorkiown entered the harbor, to-day, and 

cast anchor, having como direct to San 
Diego from Callao, which port she left on 
March 4th. She will leave for San Fran- 
cisco to-morrow, at It p.m. Commonder 
I'jvans states that the cruiser Boston is also 
on the way up, but is stopping at all Cen- 
tral American and Mexican port?, and is 
expected to arrive here within five or si.x 
days. Captain Evans also reports that the 
French man-of-war Champlain, and tho 
English flagship W^arspito are to be ex- 
pected liero within five or six days. The 
Cluunplain will remain here for some time. 
Captain Evans refers to the assault on the 
Baltimore's sailors as u dastardly outrage 
on Amerioon citizens, imd says : "Had my 
men been assaulted, I should have opened 
fire on Chili." 

Itlnody Fliignr Markii. 

Daytd.s, March 22. — The body found near 
here, yesterday, proved to be that of Nick 
Trampert, formerly ot Portland. The cor- 
oner's jury established Trampert's identity, 

revealing the fact that he came 
here on February 17, and \rn» la.'jt 
seen tlireo weeks ago last Sunday. He had 
considerable money on l]is per.son at that 
time and bad two valises in a hotel at Day- 
ton, cnnlainini; clothing and pholonraf,lis of 
liiniself. He liad been seen with ilio revol- 
ver founil at bis side, which was purjhaaed 
here. No doubt exists that he was nmrder- 
ed, and was shot in the back of tho liiad. 
The hat shows bloody linger marks on tho 
inside of the leather, and tho holo iu the 
forehead is larger than that in the back. 
The olHcers have no clue to the murderers. 

Cruelly at Sra. 
Sas Fi'.a.S(;isco, March 23.— Capt H. H. 
Williams, of the American ship Frederick 
Billings, was on trial before U. S. Commis- 
sioner Sawyer, to-day, charged with cruelty 
at sea. 

Mrs. Pnrnrll'fi HprculntloiiH. 

Piill.AlU'.LlMllA, March 22. — The Supreme 
Court has allirmed the decison of the lower 
court of common 'pleas of Philadelphia 
county iu favor of Mrs. Delia Parnell, 
mother of the late Charles Stewart Parnell, 
vs. the ailniinistrator of the estate of Char- 
lotte Smith. The facts upon which the 
(piestinu arose arc as follows : In July, 
IS7(). Charlotte Smith deposited with Delia 
Parnell f-l.fi.'iS, to be devolcd, in her discre- 
tion, 10 speculation in stocks for tho bene- 
fit and risk of the owner. The money was 
applied in accordance with this understand- 
iim and admittedly with good faith, but the 
speculations were unauccesaful and the 
money was lost. Mrs. Paruell kept the 
fact secret, and attempted to retrieve the 
losses by using her own money, remitting 
over S.'i, 000 to Miss Smith, and allowing her 
to believe the money to be the proceeds 
from her investment. After llio death of 
Miss Smith the administrator brought suit 
to recover the full amount intrusted to Mrs. 
Purnell. 

Ilciiry <ieorgc ns n .luror. 

Nkw VoitK, March 22. — Henry Ceorge 
has been a juror in tho Superior Court, this 
month. To-day ho happened to be foreman 
of a jury impaneled to try a suit by George 
Mueller against David Mayer to recover 
damages for injuries. Judge Freedman de- 
cided th'vt Mayer had not made out a case, 
Ho directed the clerk to record a verdict 
for the defendant. The clerk repeated the 
statutory formula: "By direction of the 
court you find for the defendant," etc. 
Thon Mr. George rose and said: "I don't." 
Judge Freedman remarked:"Yesyou do, Mr. 
George. I take the responsibility in this 
matter." Turning to the olerk. the judge 
saiil: "Mr. Kaiin, discharge Mr. GeQrge 
fiom further service this time." Mr. 
George said to a reporter; "I declined to 
render a verdict for the defendant in accor- 
dance with tho direction of the judge, be- 
causo I had taken an oat h to render a ver- 
dict according to tho testimony. I could 
not conscientiously render such a verdict as < 



ho desired. I mean no reflection on iTudgo 
Freedman. Ho is the guardian of his own 
conscience, but I am also guardian of mine. 
If ho bad directed the cuso dismissed I 
should, of course, have said not a word, for 
I was not judge, but when ho directed a 
verdict to bo n.ado by me, ond in my name, 
as one of a sworn jury, I felt impelled to 
protest." ■ ' ' 

Indldu ttlKlne in Pern. 

Liha, Peru, March 22.— The Indians in 

the northern Bolivian provinces continue to 
wago their war of extermination against the 
white settlers. More thin 30,000 are now 
said to be on the w-ir path, led by a new 
Messiah, and their numbers are noNv being 
daily increased by ro-enforcemonts from tho 
(Iran C'haco provinces of Brazil and the 
Argentino Republic, as well as tho 
small semi-tribes along tho Peruvian 
border. The whites aro fleeing 
south to seek refugo in tho largo and 
better fortified Bolivian towns. The ques- 
tion has grown so serious that President 
Arco is considering tlio suggest iim of the 
ministers of foreign all'airs and of war to le- 
f|ue.st assistance from Brazil, the Argeni iiie 
Republic and Pern to (|Uell the outbreak. 
Latest ailvices report that tho Indians are 
making forced marclus in tho direction of 
the capital, with torch and tomahawk in 
li and, burning and murdering helpless obil- 
li en and carrying off women, 

'^Straiise Coiiiilrlcs for (o Sec." 

San Francisco, Muroh 23,— King Tub- 
rimo, of the Ciilbert Islands, who is now in 
the city, states that he had long desired 
the protection of the United States, and 
wanted to raise the American fl.ig over the 
Islands. With thtvt end in view he had 
come to this country, but had seen such 
wonderful sights since his arrival, and was 
so lost in bewilderment at the novelty, im- 
mensity and maenifieenee of everything 
that met his eye, that hie real purpose hud 
been for the time lost sight of. He would 
like very much to go to Washington to see 
the "King" of this country and have a 
talk with him. He was confident they 
could easily come to satisfactory arrange- 
ments, but ho thinks now that he cannot 
make the journey. Ho is obliged to return 
home in a week or two by tho same vessel 
on which he came, and will have no time to 
make a long trip. 

ICoiiiarkalilc Verdict. 
Daui.isgton, Wis., March 22. — An hour 
before court opened, this morning, the 
court room was crowded with people 
anxious to hear tho closing argunienjs of 
counsel on the special plea of insanity in the 
trial of the men indicted for lynching 
Siebolt, in September last. The jud^e said 
that every saiie mfttt wlio took part m the 
hanging of Sioholt, was guilty of murder in 
the first degree. No aot was considered 
the aot of an insane person unless such act 
was tho oflspring of mental disease. The 
jurors must not confound irresistible im- 
pulse in an insane person with a passionate 
impulse, no matter how strong, in a sane 
person. The jury returned a verdict at 
II; Id p.m., finding that at the time of the 
lynching, all the defendants were insane 
and therefore not guilty as charged. 

r<3rnslrH lu Illalnc. 

Blaink, March 22. — The measles have iu 
tho past few weeks, visited o large 
number of the families in Blaine, and the 
yellow card of the health officer now orna- 
ments the doors of half a dozen houses 
where tho disease has freshly made its ap- 
pearance. 

.In Opinion on .Silver. 
NkwJYokk, March 22.— The silver traders 
of Wall street are quoted as saying the 
market will ho probably only slightly 

affected by the forthcoming discussion of 
the free coinat;o bill. One says : "The free 
cninagi^ lasv w ould put silver up 10 points. 
With this nmrgin for proljt, it is jierfectly 
certain there would bo speculation iu silver 
if any interest had the slightest oxpoclalion 
that the bill would become a law. If there 
is not enough in the thing to put up silver 
1 per cent., I <lo not believe there is enough 
to put t lie entire market down alarmingly. 
The only thine particularly desirable is to 
have the matter out of tho way." 

Cnrzn'N .llrxicnu Rpbclllnn. 

San Antomii, Tex., March 22. — .lohn 
1'. t'luni, U. S. po.sl oliicG inspector for the 
lower Rio ( Irando border, ♦hero ho went 
about two weeks ago to investigate tho 
charge that had been preferred by A. J. 
Evans, U. S. district attorney, against 
Post master Pena of Rio Grande city, who 
had been accused of being a sympathizer of 
the Gurza revolutionary movement, has re- 
turned. Mr. Clum states that the situ- 
ation in that section of the frontier is very 
serious. There has been an attempt 
made by military oliicers at oppres- 
sion in certain civil proci ediugs, and, as a 
seipiel, one or tM'o s'artling developments 
may be looked for in a few days. " The 
people are afraid, " he said, "because thoy 
do not know what is going to happen next. 
It would be a i;ooil phin if a commission, 
compo.sed of oliicers from various depart- 
ments of the go\ernnient be acnt to the 
lurliuleut tcrritoi y and make a lliorongli 
joint investigation, first and last, and for all 
lime, and for American liberty and justice, 
and I [dace that principle above party or 
race. That iirinciple has been yreally out- 
raged in a number of instaucea in connection 
with the recent troubles on the bonier, but 
it is to bo hoped that the investigation or- 
dered by General Sehofield will tend to put 
matters right." 

Extensive lllorniaii SllRrntion. 

OoDEK, Utah, March 22. — A party of 

Danites, numbering about 20 in all, went to 
Iilaho, last week, to look up (iover:unont 
land to be watered by the Cocho Valley 
canal. The scbeme ia a gigantic one. 
When completed the canal wdl open up 
several hundred thousand acie.s of fertile 
land. The head of the canal will be at or 
near Soda Spriny.s, and thn water will lie 
taken out of tho Bear river, Port Nout river 
and .Soda and Spring Creeks. The main 
canul, which will bo taken almost direct to 
Bancroft, recently known as .S(juaw Creek 
station on the (.)rc;;nu .Short Line, where a 
townsite has been laid ofT and new buildings 
aro now being erected. From there laterals 
will be built SO US to carry water enough to 
sujiply 100,000 acres of Ibnd, all of which 
belongs to the Government, andis subject to 
entry. It will then be emptied into Squaw 
Creek end conducted by the Port Neuf Biver 
to a place a short distance above McCam- 
mum, where it will be again taken out and 
carried to Thatcher, where it will water 
about 70,000 acres acres of land in that 
locality, and thence on down through Cocho 
valley to Cocbe junction. The surveys are 
cnmpietcd, and work has heon commenced. 
Ogden men and capitalists are promoters of 
this enterprise, whioh promises to rival any 
intcr-mountain irrigation scheme yet set on 
foot. ■ " ' "(■■•■
